The Israel government is con- 
vineed that at least 10 per cent 
of the certificates sent from the 
U.S. for the purchase of food in 
the special scrip stores are not 
bona fide gifts from American 
Jews to friends and relatives in 
Israel. Instead, the government 
feels, they represent a form of il- 
legal transfer of dollars to Israel 
whereby a rate higher than the 
official exchange rate ($1 equals 
¥.L.1.800) can be obtained. 

Food purchased with the im- 
proper gift certificates finds its 
way into many private stores 
where it is sold for exorbitant 
prices in Israel currency. The 
government is unable to prevent 
this. smuggling since it cannot af- 
ford to allocate foreign currency 
for the import of certain luxury 
food items carried by the scrip 
shops. 

The. proposed company will en- 
able Israel citizens to receive in 
Israel currency the equivalent of 
the gift certicates sent by rela- 
tives and friends to buy all items 
of food freely. Israelis who re- 
ceive no gifts from America will 
now also be able to buy extra 
quantities of food—which will no 
longer be smuggled out of the 
scrip stores.

Mayer Amschel Rothschild 


Father of Greatness 


(1743 - 1812) 

AYER AMSCHEL ROTHSCHILD was born in the 
Ghetto of Frankfort-on-the-Main, son of a poor mer- 
chant. His father wanted to see his first-born grow up to 
be a learned man, and so sent him to the Yeshiva to study 
for the rabbinate. At 11, Mayer was orphaned, and relatives 
in Hanover secured for him a post as messenger boy in a 
banking house. He remained there for eight years until he 
returned to Frankfort, where he found his two brothers 
established in a wretched little business as second-hand 

junk dealers. 

Understanding coins, trinkets and old jewelry, he joined 
his brothers, and the three became traders in works of art 
and curios. Mayer’s vibrant energy, bright mind and per- 
sonality made the business prosper and grow. Mothers with 
marriageable daughters took notice, the Ghetto match- 
-makers’ became active, and Mayer married prétty little 
Guttele Schnapper. Within sixteen years,ten children were 
born to them, among whom were the five destined to become 
the famous sons of the House of Rothschild. 

On the death of his brothers, Mayer inherited the busi- 
ness, but the humdrum life wedried him. No sooner were 
his sons confirmed than they commenced to take an active 
interest in their father’s business. But Mayer discouraged 
them, for he yearned to be the father of scholars and hoped 
that his sons would not become dull tradesmen like himself. 
His financial genius brought him the appointment as agent 
and banker to one of the reigning princes of Germany. He 
transacted the business with profit both to himself and to 
the prince, thus laying the foundation for the fabulous Roth- 
schild fortune. 

His sons, grown to manhood, settled in other countries 
and became powerful bankers. Old Mayer remained in his 
Ghetto home, advising and counseling his sons. He died 
without seeing them become the most powerful men. in all 
Europe, wealthier than kings. His last words to his sons 
were, “Stand together always as one.” Indomitable in their 
union, the House of Rothschild has. written the most spec- 
tacular chapter in the financial and political history of Eu- 
rope.

ear Mr. Pearlroth: Your column about the origin of names Is 
most interesting and I hope that eventually you will com- 
pile your research in a book, and I will be the first to buy several 
copies. Meanwhile I would appreciate it if you wouki tell me 
about the meaning of the family name Borkowitz, originally 
written with cz. Our family settled in Hamburg, Germany in 
1814, and I could not trace whence my ancestors came from— 
MAX BORKOWITZ, Montreal. 

BORKOWITZ is a Polish patronymic, a family name derived 
from the Hebrew name of a patriarch. The ancestor’s given 
name was Baruch which was contracted into Bork. The addition 
of .. . witz (wicz) denotes descent. Such patronymics were very 
common in Slavonic Europe. In Russian they are still used in the 
everyday social address. Since Russian Jews were given per- 
manent family names in 1804 your ancestor must have migrated 
to Germany within a few years after your family name was 
legalized. 

Tyerr Mr. Pearlroth: Would you please tell me something 
about my family name which is. Behar. Both my parents 
were born in Turkey—DOROTHY BEHAR, Encino, Calif. 

BEHAR is a very widespread Sephardic family name in that 
branch of Jewry which originally’ resided in Spain. The 
oldest son in the family was usually given the name of Bechor 
(Hebrew for “first born”). The given name borne by so many, 
later became a family name, and was pronounced either Behar 
er Beshar. I have known cases in which a girl named Beshar or 
Behar married a man of the same name while the mothers-in-law 
on both sides had originally been born in the Behar family. Bec- 
hor was always the name of the first born whose father was 
alive. Posthumous children were given their fathers regular He- 
brew name. ‘

AITH, hope and an amazing\degree of mechanical ingenuity have aided Joshua Treiman jo spend ~ 
the last two-and-a-half years in making his ailing brother comfortable. 

Dr. Kalman Treiman, an optometrist in Corpus Christi, Tex., became bedridden with cancer just 

when his brother Joshua’s future looked brightest. 

Joshua was graduated from Texas A & M at the age of 20 with a ee as an | industrial engi- 


neer, A year later he was man- 
aging 70 people, engaged in the 
production of shopping bags, 
made from scraps of plastic sar- 
an. The product was of his own 
design and it appeared his in- 
genuity had opened the doors of 
a bright future. A national mer- 
eantile concern asked him to 
work in its department of product 
development, a job that would 


have taken him all over the 
country.

BUT IT WAS at this’ time 


that his brother, Kalman, a few 
years his senior, became ill. All 
of Josh’s half-formed plans for 
traveling, for designing, for in- 
dustry, were abruptly shelved. 
One thought immediately trans- 
cended all others. He must help 
his brother! 

Yes, he traveled, but not as he 
planned. Trips were made with 
his brother from Corpus Christi 
to San Antonio, to Houston, to 
Los Angeles, to hospitals with 
better facilities for cancer pati- 
ents. He designed, but not for in- 
dustry; he designed contraptions 
that would bring a measure of 
comfort to his brother. 

He was told that his brother 
needed a bath in which the water 
was agitated. Such a device us- 
ually costs from $500 to $1,000. 
He made one for $100 which 
many experts consider superior 
to the more expensive standard 
products.

The basic pride in ourselves, as 
Jews, must be brought across for 
our continuation, And it’s a chal- 
lenge to me. It’s something I 
can do now... at home... on 
my own time.”

CAN IMAGINE what kind of 
people those who sought, to 
convert Jews to Christianity in 
the past were, but I have an 
idea that the same people today, 
except those who employ it as a 
means of making money, are 
really friendly to Jews. 

I know of course that in cen- 
turies past Jews were put to the 
sword and the flame because 
they refused to accept Christian- 
ity, which may be one reason 
why Jews of today look with 
‘such abhorrence on those seeking 
to convert Jews to Christianity. 

Recently I received a note from

“May I say further, Mr. Cohen,

in a “JEW” yes, the best Jew 
that ever lived, none other than 
the Lord Jesus Christ, when this 
is so contrary to the natural 
course of things. 


“Gentiles did not produce 
Christ, nor did the Gentiles write 
the New or Old Testaments; all 
is of Jewish origin. And the mar- 
vel should not be the Jew that 
believes in Christ and the New 
Testament—but the masses of 
Gentiles.

Trans-Jordan is a part of Israel. ° 


If we give up our rights to the 
land, it means that when an op- 
portunity arises to take Trans- 
Jordan back, we will have to for- 
feit it since we never considered 
it a part of Israel. 

4, It was indeed enlightening 
to hear that David Ben-Gurion 
advocates the right of each Jew 
to settle in Israel, but David Ben- 
gurion is not Mapai nor Hista- 
drut. Jews from the Orient have 
been discouraged to come to set- 
tle in Israel. Discrimination 
against our brethren‘with dark 
skins is still practiced in the 
open. Vitamin P (protksia) is still 
an important element of Hista- 
drut’s success and the leaders of 
Histadrut are the “eaders of the 
State of Israel. 

Only the Revisionists have a 
right to continue their individual 
existence outside the state of Is- 
rael. Since the idea of statehood 
as the Zionist ideal has been ac-
